Belle Haven 
Youth Center 
Plans Pressed 


Menlo Park city officials and 
recreation department personnel 
will meet next week to consider 
the best way to expedite construc- 
tion of a youth center in Belle 
Haven. 

The meeting was set Tuesday 
night, after the city council heard 
a plea from representatives of 
Youth Haven, Ine., a group which 
for the past year and a half has 
been raising funds for the con- 
struction .of such a center. 

The Youth Havenites have ask- 
ed that the city acquire and turn 
over a two-acre parcel at Bayshore 
highway, Hamilton avenue and 
Market place, where streets are 
no longer used since the highway 
is no longer accessible at this 
point. 

Ed Knight, spokesman for the 
delegation which visited the city 
council meeting Tuesday, point- 
ed out that the need for such a 
building is immediate, since 

there are more than 800 chil- 
dren of between 6 and 18 years 
of age in the area. 

Councilmen pointed out that the 
city is attempting to persuade thg 
national guard to build an armory 
on the property which could be 
used for youth group meetings. 
This, they said, would help over- 
come the problem posed by lack of 
meeting places in the area. 

Knight added that his group had 
considered asking for space in the 
proposed city park, now being pur- 
chased, at Terminal avenue and 
the Bayshore highway but said his 
group felt that this would be 
crowded anyhow. 

He was told that, at best, the 
armory would not be constructed 
for another year. 

Although councilmen in general 
expressed endorsement of the 
plan, they noted that they would 
not want to block the possibility | 
of an armory in Belle Haven and 
that there were legal technicalities 
which might slow outright acquisi-

ASK BOND ISSUE 

Later, a 50-person citizens’ com- 
mittee recommended that the trus- 
tees proceed, without delay, to set 
the bond issue election date: 

The hospital, which normally 
treats about 1200 patients a month, 
is staffed by more than 400 per- 
sons and has an estimated payroll 
of $1,750,000 for the current fiscal 
year. 

The last, 106-bed addition at 
the hospital cost only $985,000 , 
but, hospital administrators 
point out, this did not require 
enlargement of any of the serv- 
ice or laboratory areas such as 
the laundry, kitchen, boiler 
room, emergency room or kit- , 
chen. 

Balloting is to take place at con- 
solidated precincts throughout the 
hospital district, which is bounded 
on the north by Belmont creek, on 
the south by San Francisquito 
creek and Menalto avenue, on the 
west by Skyline boulevard and on 
the east by San Francisco bay.

The $2,925,000 bond issue to be submitted to voters of the 
Sequoia Hospital District next Tuesday seems almost to fit this 
description.

We desperately need the hospital facilities . During the first 
six months of this year, 333 patients were treated in the hallways, 
and the area’s population is not growing smaller. The 134 addi- 
tional beds to be provided by the bonds can not be ready before 
1959; by then the need will be greater still. 

Many in this end of the district use the facilities of Palo Alto 
Hospital, it is true. But anyone who has been a patient there 
knows how badly strained that is, as well. With as many as 238 
beds crammed into a building designed for 163 —and_ patients 
still in the hallways — it is obvious. Even completion of the new 
Palo Alto-Stanford unit in 1959 will not, we believe, do more 
than relieve the strain that is already present. 

Taken as a unit, the Sequoia-Palo Alto area does not 
have enough hospital beds for the population here now, and 
the expansion program now proposed must be carried out 
if we are to provide for the growth that is sure to continue.

Council Worked} Rapid Transit Plan Threatens 


To Get into the Act on Sales Tax

While city councils on the Pen- 
insula try to get together on the 
adoption of a uniform one-cent 
sales tax, we see the ugly head of 
an “outsider” trying to get into 
the act. 

The first draft of the conditions 
under which the proposed Bay 
Area Transit Authority would be 
set up is now under study by the 
board of supervisors. 

There are several provisions 
they don’t particularly like. One 
is the allocation of directors 
based on the 1950 census, which 
would allow this county only 
one representative, and as many 
as four for San Francisco city 
and county. 

Other features “leave a lot to be 
desired,” says County Manager 
E. R. Stallings, so board members 
promised to give the. entire list 
of regulations a good going over 
before making suggestins. 
COULD LEVY SALES TAX 

The Transit Authority would 

have widespread taxing powers 
and that is where we as individu- 
als should make ourselves heard. 
In addition to the power of levy- 
ing property taxes the authority 
CAN levy a sales tax. 

Here is the wording of the rules 
as they now stand: “The district 
could not incur indebtedness above 
25 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion within the district. Exclusive 
of taxes for interest and payments 
on general obligation bonds, taxes 
levied in any fiscal year could not 
exceed 10 cents per $100 assessed} 
valuation. Funds raised through 
taxes could not be used to pay 
principal or interest on revenue 
bonds. 

“A permissive sales tax would 
be limited to a maximum of one 
cent. Revenue therefrom wouid 
be used solely to pay principal 
and interest on general obliga- 
tion bonds.” 

IS IT WORTH STUDY? 

The new authority has excluded 
Marin county, much of Santa 
Clara county and other areas from 
the initial setup. Right there, in 
our opinion, they seem to be los- 
ing the idea of a BAY AREA sys- 
tem. 

But regardless of the area cov- 
ered, it would not appear that 
the spending of the estimated 
billion dollars to cut a few min- 
uttes off present train and bus 
schedules even merits the stu- 
dies being made. 

Just imagine the cry that will go 
up when the authority picks a 
route. Everybody will cry whether 
it is through or over the industrial 
bay fronts or down the beautiful 
hills. Most people don’t even want

But granting the power of ‘tax- 
ation to new groups is something 
that worries us more than the 
route or type of transportation. 
The idea of the one-cent sales tax 
coupled with the county-wide cent 
levy could become a serious block 
to the area’s business life. Many of 
the merchants are opposing the 
city-county tax on that very threat, 
so what would a double levy mean? 
The board of supervisors should 
give this item careful considera- 
tion as well as the other bad fea- 
tures. ; 
CHARTER CHANGES 
PLACED ON BALLOT 

The supervisors finally got 
around to approving five county 
charter amendments for the No- 
vember election ballot. First they 
were going to dump the whole 
idea, they then revised their think- 
ing and after much haggling and 
discussion came up with the five 
changes. 

Most important of the list would 
give the board veto powers over 
the Civil Service Commission. This 
provision was bitterly contested by 
labor representatives but has the 
support of the County Employes’ 
Association. 

While the commission would 
still select the personnel direc- 
tor but only with the appreval 
of the supervisors, the beard 
dropped the idea of bringing 
the personnel chief under the 
direction of the county mana- 
ger rather than the commission. 
The personnel director would 
continue to base his salary sche- 
dules for all employes on a com- 
parison of other counties and pri- 
vate industry and these must be 
presented to the supervisors by 
May 15 each year for adoption. 
These amendments are not as 
strong as some of the board mem- 
bers would have Iiked, but the 
mild wording may have a better 
chance of voter aceeptance. It will 
be interesting to watch the reac- 
tion of the more than 1200 county 
employes to the new proposals.

Foreseen 
In ‘52 Plan 


Closing of three blocks of Men- 
lo Park’s main business artery is 
expected to provide no_ insur- 
mountable traffic problems, and 
may in fact show that a once-dis- 
cussed central mall is feasible for 
the downtown business district. 

Menlo Park Police Chief George 
Potter said that arrangements 
have been made to provide special 
patrolling in the area today, to- 
morrow and Saturday, but that it 
is expected Oak Grove avenue and 
Menlo avenue, which flank Santa 
Cruz, will be able to handle addi- 
tional traffic. 

Santa Cruz itself will be closed 
from Doyle street to Evelyn street. 


The idea that the thorough. 
fare could be bypassed by vehi- 
cular traffic was first suggested 
in 1952, in a “Master Plan” re- 
port, authored by Planning Con- 
sultant Harold Wise. 


Wise’s plan for the downtown 
area specified development of ex- 
tensive offstreet parking facilities 
both north and south of Santa 
Cruz avenue between El Camino 
Real and University drive. Many 
of these have become actualities 
during the four years since, al- 
though the program as a whole has 
not been realized and was criti- 
cized as being “visionary” and 
“too expensive” at the time. 

As originally discussed in Wise’s 
plan, the business section of Santa 
Cruz avenue would be closed, and 
Menlo avenue between the high- 
way and University drive would be 
integrated with both Ravenswood | 
and the western portion of Santa 
Cruz to form a continuous cross- | 
town traffic artery. 

Discussion of this and other traf- | 
fic arteries connecting the various 
interior parts of the city has con- 
tinued almost until the present 
time, with the city council and the 
city planning commission only re-| 
cently ratifying the master plan| 
provisions for them. 

Grade crossings of the Southern 
Pacifie tracks, however, have come 
to appear to be of more urgent| 
need to the city, and the city’s 
planning commission has recom-| 
mended that their placement be

, well to recognize the two beauti- 
ful trees of this area—the oak and 
redwood. Redwoods can grow three 
feet a year, and in a small yard, 
be trimmed up the trunk to leave 
ground space underneath. I much 
prefer this to the often-planted 
deodora cedar and short-lived Mon- 
terey pine. 

Oaks, too, do not take a hundred 
years to grow, but are handsome 
trees in 10 to 20 years. A smaller 
favorite of mine is the holly-oak 
and one we started from an acorn 
three years ago is now six feet tall. 
There are two trees that will do 
well in the difficult area of a lawn, 
for they like an extra amount of 
water: the native creek alder and 
the now yellow beech. 

In “special effect” areas that re- 
quire a small tree, try azara micro- 
phylla in a shady spot and mela- 
leuca, or bottlebrush tree in a dry 
spot. The first is a graceful large 
so like podocarpus, a long-leaved, 
slender tree that likes to be near 
a house. 

Instead of laurel or pittospor- 
um for hedges, try the native buck- 


Subject of Talk 
Before Gardeners 


Members of the Garden Club 
of Menlo Park got a few tips on 
raising tuberous begonias that, ac- 
might not 
be found in books when Frank 
Reinelt, of Capitola, addressed 
their first Fall meeting Sept. 24. 
His talk was illustrated with many 
color slides. 

Born in Czechoslovakia, Reinelt 
took an early interest in hybridiz- 
ing flowers. His goal during the 
early part of his life was to get 
to Santa Rosa to talk and study 
with Luther Burbank, but he ar- 
rived in the California town a 
short time after Burbank died. 
WORKED IN ATHERTON 

He first cared for gardens in 
Atherton and then went to the 


Monterey Peninsula, which has a 
perfect climate for tuberous be- 
gonia culture, he said. 

“Begonia tubers are started in 
flats in a mixture of leaf mold 
and red wood sawdust.’ he said. 
“Sawdust is used because it is}

thorn, rhamnus, which comes in 
a fine variegated form, or the Aus- 
tralian tea tree, leptospermum, 
which has the additional advant- 
age of pink and white flowers. Oth- 
er good flowering shrubs are the 
osmanthus family, and the native 
eriogonum or buckwheat. The flow- 
ers from these shrubs can be dried. 

Ground covers are also in great 
favor, and the many different 
thymes make a brilliant carpet. 
Taller, but still used as a ground 
cover is the blue flowered rose- 
mary. It could be used to replace 
many a low juniper. 

A touch of gray is important in 
every garden, and I would like to 
see more old fashioned wormwood 
(artemisia) instead of so much 
dusty miller. In shrubs, the pine- 
apple guava (feijoa) is interesting- 
ly gray on the under side of the 
leaves, and teucrium is a very 
gray, fast growing, short lived 
shrub. 

I like to see yellow in the shade 
and blue in the sun, and the yel- 
low perennial, calceolaria, is in 
bloom in the shade from spring to 
fall. The dainty daisy, agathea, is 
a perfect blue for the sun, and so 
is the interesting statice, called 
sea lavendar. This perennial has 
broad leaves at the crown, and 
blue flowers that can be dried. It 
is perfect for the rock garden. An- 
other unusual perennial is morea, 
with iris like leaves and flowers, 
but evergreen.
